SOME SECRETS OF SOUL WINNING 


It was hard for the human in 
Jesus when His own people 
turned against Him, and it is 
said that our Saviour died of a 
broken heart. While He walked 

shores of Galilee, and 
tramped the hills of Judea He 
was a man of sorrows and ac- 
uainted with grief. He was 
despised and men rejected Him, 
and railed on Him, and one of 
His own disciples turned traitor 
and turned Him over to the 
cruel mob by means of a kiss— 
the show of love—and doubtless 
He was keenly sensitive about 
it, too, probably to a greater de- 
gree than common men could 
ever be. 


When Juuas came up and 
spoke to Him and planted that 
treacherous kiss upon His 
cheek, the heart of Jesus must 
have ached and throbbed. It is 
gaid that He began to be very 
heavy a little while before the. 
mob came, and was carrying all, 
He could bare up under, and. 
now a close friend comes alone| 
and sells Him to a cruel, how!l-| 
ing mob, of course His heart! 
was almost broken then. Tt| 
seems to me that such an ex- 
perience would he enough to 
break the verv hardest heart. 
Of course T don’t know how the| 
precions Jesus felt. hut it must! 
heve heen had enough. 

There is an experience that 
may not be coveted by many, 
when they know the road to it. 
At first they may want it, but’ 
after they learn more about 
what it is and what it takes to 
get to it they may become less 
interested in it. I happen to 
know of interesting experiences | 
of two men years ago. Each 
of them had been threatened, 
cursed, hunted down with guns 
like a wild beast, all because of 
their religion. One night when 
something happened that was 
causing sore distress to the two: 
men one said to the other, “‘I| 
wonder what next is coming;” | 
and his voice trembled and he, 
almost choked at the last words. | 
He had borne so many things 
that it seemed he could bare no 
more. He was almost ready to 
give up in despair. He had, 
prayed and toiled for his Master | 
through all his hardships and, 
still they were falling upon him. | 
His heart was almost breaking. ' 

The night was dark, but the 
two men must move. Some- 
thing had to be done. They 
mounted their horses and rode 
ont into the night on their mis- 
sion of duty for their fellow- 
men. The road was rough and 
lonely. They rode on in silence 
for miles. At every turn and al- 
most every minute along part of 
the way they expected to be 
halted and seized. After several 
hours they arrived at the place 
they had started only to be 
worse disappointed than ever. 
Their hearts became heavier 
and with but few words they 
went out in the night again. 
What will come next! O what 
wil] come next! I can’t stand 
much more of this! Thoughts 
like these may have rolled 
through their minds if they 
were not spoken. They gave 
themselves to silent meditations 
and their faithful steeds carried 
them onward. It was well in 
the night when their mission, 
was finished, and although’ 
there was nothing occurred 
worthy of mention the suspense 
was almost as bad as if there 
had been stones, or bullets or 
whippings, for any of these 
were expected almost every 
minute of the journey. 





Some of the Apostle Paul’s 
experience and trials comes roll- 
ing before me like a panorama: 
“In stripes above measure, in 
prisons more frequent, in 
deaths oft. Of the Jews five 
times I received forty stripes 
B8ave one, thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, 
thrice I suffered shipwreck, a 
night and a day I have been in 
the deep; in journeyings often, 
in perils of waters, in perils of 
robbers, in perils by mine own 
countrymen, in perils by heath- 
en, in perils in the city, in perils 
in the wilderness, in perils in the 
sea, in perils among false breth- 
ren. In weariness and painful- 
ness, in watchings often, in hun- 
ger and thirst, in fastings often, 
in cold and nakedness.” Poor 
man, how could one man en- 
dure so much? It is no 
wonder he wrote in his 
second letter to the Corinthians 
and told them confidentially 
about his sufferings and trou- 
bles. ‘‘We would not, brethren, 
have you ignorant of our trou- 
ble which came to us in Asia, 
that we were pressed out of 
measure, above strength, inso- 
much that we despaired of life.” 


Doubtless this dear man car- 
ried a broken heart for many 
years. They were continually 
hounding his track, beating and 
banging him about until there 
was no rest for him night or 
day. They commenced on him 
almost immediately after he 
was saved and never ended 
their fiendish and hellish tor- 
ments and tortures until his 
head was severed from his body. 
How could he do otherwise but 
carry a broken heart? It was 
right out of one thing into an- 
other. Rocks and_ clubs, 
scourges and prisons, all told 
their doleful tale in the life of 
this man of God. 


But what is Pau) today! He is 
the most revered of al] the apos- 
tles—comes next to Jesus in the 
estimation of many. If you see 
his face you will see the com- 
bined look of sadness and vic- 
tory. He was killed all the day 
long. He carried the marks of 
death constantly. He was a 
broken hearted man. About 
the time he thought he would 
get to do something worthwhile 
he was captured and whipped 
and imprisoned. He must have 
caried a feeling of constant 
dread. He couldn’t die and still 
they would not let him live. 
They almost pulled him in 
pieces sometimes. and other 
times he was lauded to the 
skies. He hardly knew what it 
was to get a good clear breath 
without a choke of fear in it. 


This precious man once had 
a proud and selfwilled heart. but 
when he was humbled under 
the load and guilt of sin and 
conviction his spirit was sub- 
dvued and his heart broken and 
every step he took only served 
to break it afresh again. The 
Psalmist sang. “A broken and 
a contrite heart. O God, thou 
wilt not despise.” “The Lord is 
nigh unto them that are of a 
hroken heert.” The hreaking of 
the heart is not pleasant. but if 
it takes that to bring God near, 
surely one could endure and suf- 
fer. I would rather have God 
and His approval than all of the 
pleasures of the world and 
what might be called the com- 
forts of life. Like the Psalmist, 
“As the heart panteth after the 
water brooks, so panteth my 
soul after thee, O God.” I tru- 
ly want God. I want His pres- 





ence every moment. I want 
His wisdom, His knowledge and 
His power—all for the Church 
of God. 

The enemy is strong in the 
race after us this year. He 
must be beaten back and de- 
feated, but we cannot do this 
in our own strength. We can- 
not do it by our own wisdom. 
And our knowledge is too much 
limited to vanquish the foe in 
battle array, but with the sub- 
dued spirit and the presence of 
God our enemies will often be 
compelled to help us rather than 
hinder. It is love and sacrifice 
and prayer that wins. And 
there fs a secret of getting the 
current turned on just right. 
The broken hearted man or wo- 
man cries out, “My soul thirst- 
eth for God, the living God,” 
They often long for sweet reat 
in heaven. They think of some 
loved one that has departed and 
wish to be over there with that 
dear one that has been gone 
for years. In honest hours their 
meditations are the words of 
the Psalmist repeated over 
anew, “My tears have been my 
meat day and night.” And con- 
solation is obtained in the fact 
that God does not despise a 
broken heart. 


Tt is possible to become ex- 
alted and lose the sweetness of 
a humble and subdued spirit. It 
is possible to make some starts 
in some directions and get so 
far along that it will mean 
much embarrassment and hu- 
miliation to back up and start 
over again, but I have decided 
long ago that 1 must have the 
Lord with me at any cost. No 
sacrifice is too great. I’d rath- 
er go through this world a 
broken hearted man and have 
God with me than to lose His 
favor and go with a high head 
and a haughty look. I often 
think of Whitefield the great 
preacher of a few centuries ago. 
He wept almost continually— 
weeping over lost souls. His 
enemies were hard after him, 
but he wept a flood of tears and 
said a few words and souls 
came tumbling in and found the 
Saviour. He was full of love, 
and carried a broken and sub- 
dued spirit and achieved glori- 
ous success and won for himself 
a place in history as a great 
preacher of righteousness. 


One said to me today, ‘“These 
things are good for me,” refer- 
ring to some heart breaking ex- 
neriences of recent months. 
They probably help to keep peo- 
ple closer to the Lord than they 
would stay if they had no such 
experiences. Many of the truest. 
saints of God have gone 
through life with sad and 
broken hearts. Jeremiah is 
called the weeping prophet be- 
cause he was almost constantly 
weeping bitterly over the sins 
of his own people. During re- 
vivals the workers are often 
bathed in tears while the 
preacher gives out the message. 
Then as soon as the sermon is 
over and the invitation is given 
for penitents to come to the 
altar the workers are already 
primed and flowing with love 
and pity for the lost. If one 
carries a broken heart and 
weeping eyes to sinners they| 
will almost always yield and 
weep their way to the cross. I 
never saw a dry eyed revival 
that carried with it any lasting 
good results. But a weeping 
revival goes deep and breaks in- 
to the ranks of worldings and 
translates them into the king- 
dom of Christ. 


There are some secrets of! 
soul winning that every minis- 
ter should know, but among 
these secrets and high up in the 
scale among the very best is the 
weeping experience. Have ev- 
ery word, every sentence, every 
utterance moistened with tears. 
and soon the congregation of 
sinners will be melted to tears 


— 











or boldly fight off conviction and 
quit coming. The minister does 


not have to tell of grave-yard 
scenes, and talk about the dead 
friends to start the tears, but if 
he gets the world of sin upon 
his heart just right his heart 
will melt and his spirit soften 
and soon the tears will flow 
freely. During the great re- 
vivals of history weeping was 
common. “My heart is broken,” 
was a common expression, and 
when it was spoken the speaker 
would often bow under a fresh 
gush of weeping and not_infre- 
quently loud screams would ac- 
company the flow of tears. 
When the workers weep it wil) 
not be long until the sinners 
will begin to weep. And I have 
often seen the workers so bur- 
dened for the lost that it seemed 
their lives would ebb away. and 
flow out into a stream of dis- 
tress and sobs and tears. Some- 
times they would sit or lie down 
and sob and cry for hours at a 
time. 

A speciai scene is now before 
me. A young man was con- 
verted. He immediately went 
to work to bring in his asso- 
ciates and friends. His eyes 
were one continual fountain of 
tears. His success is worthy 
of comment, but the secret of 
his success was that deep inter- 
est in their souls that mani- 
fested itself in strong crying, 
deep groans and briny tears. 
He was not much of a 
talker anyway. but when he 
would try to talk his heart 
would swell up and out wovld 
come a fresh river of tears and 
this melted his friend and down 
he would go and never rise un- 
til he too was swent over into 
the kingdom of Christ. This 
was the prevailing power that 
led many to the Savior durine 
that special meeting. The 
Holy Ghost gets the honor. 
however, because it was He 
that moved the young man to 
tears and broke his heart over 
lost souls. 


The Holy Spirit ts the erent 
revivalist, but He must have in- 
struments through whom He 
can work. And for Him to do 
the best in such service He 
must have the preeminence and 
not be hindered and_ grieved 
by a wrong kind of preaching. 
appliances, or stiffness in the 
workers. He must be honored 
and given the right of way, and 
there must be no interferences 
or rebelliousness. He will work 
in answer to prayer if He is giv- 
en a chance. Anything that 
comes up to make dry eyes will 
hinder a revival. Once I was a 
little late in getting to a meet- 
ing and when I arrived the 
preacher was praying. I stood 
outside the door and listened 
while he killed his meeting with 
that prayer. His prayer became 
harsh and he prayed at his 
workers and people instead of 
for them and roughly accused 
some of them. That was the 
last of the revival with hin, at 
that place. All eyes were dried 
up and by the time the sermon 
was over he lost his entire grip 
on his congregation, for the Ho- 
ly Spirit was grieved and thus 
the revival stopped. J think he 
managed to have two or three 
more services and gave it up. 
And well he did for the revival 
spirit was cut off as long as he 
remained. 

It is God's pian to take away 
stony hearts. and give people 
hearts of flesh. (Ezek. 11:19) 
This shows that He wants us to 
have tender hearts, and gentle 
and contrite spirits. The Holy 
Ghost always leads that way. 
Give the Spirit a chance and see 
what He will do.

There never has been and never 
can be a deeper religious experience 
and character except in thosé people 
who have a clear Scriptural view of 
the most glorious Trinity and the dis- 
tinct personality of the Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost and have the Holy 
Ghost abiding in them. Then you can 
look into the deeper things of God for 
the Holy Ghost is a teacher and guide 
and will show us things that have 
been, that are now, and are to come, 
If we could all get in a closer walk 
with God He would probably carry 
us away in the Spirit like He did 
John, the revelator, and show us 
things that are to come.

The following article, “Chinese Armies 
Get Religion,” is full of startling good 
news, because we are always interested 
In people reading the Bible.) 

Sun Yat-sen has run away. He 
grabbed a gun-boat or two, sent a few 
machine-gun vollies at the inoffensive 
Canton riverfront, and departed ior 
regions unknown. Chen Chung-ming 
is again in charge of the “Southern 
Capital.” Chen is the general who, as 
governor of Kwantung, put through the 
reform measures that made Sun once 
more popular in America. Chen did 
the work; Sun got the glory. 


Now Sun has gone and Chen has 
declared in favor of the new Peking 
government. The chances are bright 
for a reunited China under Li Yuan- 
hung, supported by Generals Wu Pei- 
fu in the north and Chen Chung-ming 
in the south.

most effective fighting units in China 
today are certain divisions wunacr

the Scriptures. A few weeks ago 
Chang Eso-lin was reported to be hold- 


ing an impregnable position in the 
gan at 9:30 in the morning and at 


western hills near Peking. Feng Yu- 
hsiang, the Christian Governor of 
Shensi led his little army out of re 
mote Sianfu, hurled it against Chang’s 
Fengtien troops, and drove the invader 
back to Manchuria, begging terms of 
peace. 

While that was taking place a mis- 
sionary from Sianfu came to my office 
to pay for $475 worth of Bibles, Test- 
aments and gospels, and to order an- 
other big consignment. He said that 
almost every soldier in Feng’s army 
carries a Testament and the officers 
nearly all own leather bound Bibles. 
More than that, they have set a style 
for the people of the city, who on 
every hand are buying the book that 
has made an army not only tolerable, 
but decent, likeable. 

A passenger on a train recently was 
rather startled to hear two well 


dressed gentleman break forth into 
song, and more so when he recognized 
the tune and found that they were 
singing a Christian hymn. They were 
officers in General Feng’s army, the 
division that “won the war’ for Wu 
Pei-fu. A hymn book and a Bible 
were their traveling companions on 
the train. 

Down south It was much the same. 
The Christians of Canton decided that 
the city needed a moral clean-up. The 
gambling joints and lotteries were 
notorious. The churches had good 
sense enough to try for government 
cooperation in the campaign. Gover- 
nor Chen’s government was prudent 
enough to capitalize public opinion. 
Result: the churches agitated, the 
government acted, and American news- 
rapers wave Srn Yat-sen the credit. 
Then followed the purity-campaign in 
so complete. brt noteworthy neverthe- 
less, The Christian forces achieved 
similar fashion. The clean-up was not 
with the aid of a good governor, and 
Dr. Sun wore the feather. 


While this was going on the Chris- 
ians decided to carry their welfare 
into the barracks, This was under- 
taken in a most friendly spirit. 
To top it off the churches and a school 
of blind boys contributed $122.00, the 
Bible Societies cut prices, and with 
the cooperation of the Y. M. C. A. 
1500 New Testaments were presented 
to the men of one of these brigades 
before they broke camp. Again we do 
not know what the little books had to 
do with it; but Chen Chung-ming’s 
troops are now in control at Canton, 
an? order has been restored since the 
hasty departure of Sun Yat-sén.
